the language, One is always considered a "foreigner" in] unless 25X1A6a 
he knows the native language. 


2. Further, a very real security problem results from a lack of such 
knowledge since interpreters mist be relied upon with all the attend- 
ing difficulties that such dependence entails, 


3, In view of the above, it is considered of immediate operational 
necessity for the following to receive authorization to study Arabic:
